Leaders in 
physical fitness research, seeking answers to

this question are sending Olympic candidates from 
the entire Middle West to University of Illinois for 
a series of tests — most thorough program of its 
kind ever undertaken. 

Approving such a project for the first time, 
Medical and Nursing committee of the 1948 U. S. 
Olympic Games organization asked Dr. T. K. Curo- 
ton of the School of Physical Education to study 
athletes on all American Olympic teams. This test- 
ing program will be continued in England and re- 
checking may be continued indefinitely. 

Measuring devices for 22 kinds of fitness have 
been devised and arranged in six groups dealing 
with physique, organic functioning, strength, and 
coordination. Results of the study are expected to 
help determine whether a champion wins because 
of skill and structural adaptation or because he pos- 
sesses unusual organic condition for his event. It 
also may give needed answers to whether athletes 
die young, whether physical fitness can be retained 
past 40, how sports differ in fitness characteristics, 
and what unusual characteristics are found in win- 


ning athletes. Illustrations show how tests are made.

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REQUIREMENTS FOR 


GRADUATION 


Four years of English are required. 
Four years (one credit) of physical education are required 


One year (one credit) of mathematics is required. This may 
be General Mathmetics or Algebra. 


One year (one credit) is required in a laboratory science. 
This may be in Biology, Chemistry or Physics. 


Two years (two credits) are required in social studies. 
One of these must be in United: States History. 


A total of sixteen credits are required for graduation from PCHS 


REQUIREMENTS FOR 


COLLEGE ENTRANCE 


The requirements for college entrance are not the 
same as the requirements for graduation from high school. 

Colleges differ widely from one another in their en- 
trance requirements. Some, such as Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity, simply require a diploma firom an accredited high 
school. Others, such as the University of Ilinois, require 
a certain number of majors and minors plus special re- 
quirements for entering certain fields of study. Nurse’s 
training institutions sometimes require two years of 
foreign language. 

The curriculum at PCHS includes all subjects that 
may be required. There is only one safe way to be certain 
that the proper subjects are taken in high school to meet 
these requirements: CONSULT THE CATALOG FROM 
THE COLLEGE OF YOUR CHOICE AND FIND OUT 
WHAT SUBJECTS ARE REQUIRED. The library keeps 
an up-to-date file containing the catalogs of most col- 
leges. If the particular catalog you want is not in this file, 
the library will] order it for you. 

Most colleges give examinations upon entrance for 
guidance purposes. The “College Entrance Board Examin- 


ations” are available through PCHIS for any student who 
needs them.’

ENGLISH 


Four years of English are required. The regular English courses 
in this four-year program may be numbered froin “1” to “20”. These 
numbers are simply tags that enable the teachers to keep track of 
the different phases of the English program. 


All persons who plan to go to college must take the pre-col- 
lege English course the senior year. This course is usually designated 
“English 10”. 


In addition to the four-year English program, the English De- 
partment also offers courses in speech and in creative english. These 
courses are usually taken the senior year. In certain special cases 
one of these courses may be substituted for the regular fourth year 
English course.

SCIENCE 


The science department offers a 
four-year science course composed 
of the following subjects: 


General ‘Science, This is an intro- 
ductory course for freshmen. It 
deals with al] Phases and all 
fields of science in a general way. 
Some of the topics studied are: as- 

tronomy; nature study; health; the 

land, sea, and air; heat, sound, and 
lignt; electricity: chemistry. 


Biology. This course, usually taken 
by sophomores, deals with the life 
sciences: botany and zoology. Na- 
‘ure study and field trips ure in. 
cluded. 


Chemistry. A specialized course 
dealing with the undamentals of 
chemical reactions. This is an ad- 


vanced science course for juniors 
or seniors. 


Physics. An advanced course dealing 
with the fundmental laws of the 
physical universe. It is usually 
taken by seniors and includes 
the study of such topics as me- 


chanics, light, heat, sound, and 
electricity. 


MATHEMATICS 


Seven courses are offered in the mathematics department. One 


credit in this department is required for graduation. 


General Mathematies. This is a freshman course dealing with 
the fundamentals of arithmetic. 


Algebra I. Usually taken by freshinen, sometimes by 
sophomores. 


Plane Geometry. For ssphomores or juniors, this is a full year 
course, One credit is given. 


Algebra II. This is a full year course and is one of the most 
important courses for basic mathematical training. This course 
is taken by juniors or seniors. 


Trigonometry. This is a one-semester advanced course for sen- 
iors. One-half credit is given. 


Solid Geometry. A one semester ccurse for seniors. One-half 
credit is given. 


Higher Mathematics. ‘This is a college preparatory course for 
last semester seniors. It is especially designed. for pre-scicnee 
and pre-engineering students. It is a one-semester course, and 
one-half credit is given.

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LANGUAGES 


A student who registers for a language must take two years 
of it. One credit will be earned each year. 


This department offers at least one classical language and 
one modern language. Latin has been chosen as the most ap- 
propriate classical language. Spanish, French, and German are 
among the modern languages offered from time to time. 


Due to the limited demand for languages, it has been cus- 
tomary to offer the beginning course in Latin every other year 
—in those school years starting in even-numbered years. That 
is, Latin | would be offered in 1956-57 and again in 1958-59. 
Latin Il would be offered in odd-numbered years—1957-58 


‘and 1959-60. : 


A modern language (usually Spanish, the second principal 
language of the western ‘hemisphere) is alternated with the 
classical language. For example, Spanish | would be offered in 
1957-58 and again in 1959-60, while Spnish I] would come 
in 1958-59 and in 1960-61.

All girls are required to take physical educa- 
tion each year in high school. One-fourth credit 
1s given each year. 


A basic principle of physical education is to 
setisfy the desire -or physical activity and compe- 
{ition so that the student gets fun and enjoyment 
out of playing and at the same time develops a 
scund body and healthful daily habits. 


Over the four years, the student will enjoy 
exnerience with a very wide range of individual 
and team games and activilies. Stunts and tumb- 
ling, volleyball, basketball, aerial darts, deck ten- 
nis, pymnasties, relays, raythmic activities, bad- 
niinton, track and field activities, softball, archery, 
tennis, golf, table tennis, soccer, speedball, and 
field hockey are part of the program.
